SCHOOL REPORE: 


Our schools have been in the charge of teachers who had 
been previously employed in this town, with the exception 
of the second term in District No. 2, which was taught by 
Miss Lizzie J. Brown, of Northwood, who came to us well 
recommended, and fully sustained her reputation. The 
services of the other teachers were marked by the same 
_ characteristics manifested in their former efforts. 

The standard of conduct as given in the registers, would 
convey little idea of the deportment of the schools and of 
different scholars in the schools. For example, the deport- 
ment of a scholar is ranked an average of eighty-five during 
the term, while the conduct of that scholar during the visit 
of the Committee, was most reprehensible, and the teacher 
failed to secure his attention or obedience. 

Reading and penmanship are sadly neglected, and there 
are few good readers in our schools. I am fully aware this 
is not the fault of the instructors. How much attention can 
be given each class when the teacher has, on an average, but 
ten minutes for a recitation? Permit me to suggest how this 
may be remedied. The town raises by tax annually, $450 
for school purposes ; let this sum be increased to $550, add- 
ing the Literary Fund, it would amount to about $575. Ap- 
propriate $125 of this sum to District No. 8, and the same 
amount to Districts 1 and 2, and let the remaining $200 be 
added to the yearly interest of the Barnard School.Fund, (if 
it should meet the approval of the Board of Trustees) and 
for $400 a school of forty weeks, with a competent teacher, 
could be sustained. ey 

The schools in Districts 1 and 2 should be graded, and all 
scholars who had finished the Fourth Reader, obtained a fair 
knowledge of Mental Arithmetic, advanced in Written Arith- 
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metic as far as fractions, finished the study of the Intro- 
ductory Geography and first lessons in Grammar and Pen- 
manship, should be required to attend the first grade. By 
this arrangement the twenty-two weeks of schooling in 
Districts 1 and 2, for the second grade, would be worth far 
more than forty weeks on the present plan; while the ad- 
yanced scholars in those Districts, together with the pupils 
from District No. 5 who were prepared to enter the first 
grade, would have the advantage of a permanent school for 
the whole year. © 

If a satisfactory arrangement can be made with the Board 
of Trustees of the Barnard School Fund, the town can have, 
practically, a High school, or superior Grammar school, at 
an expense not exceeding one hundred dollars above what is 
now raised for the support of schools. Our aim should be to 
make the best possible provision for the education of our 
children. We wish them to become intelligent, reflecting, 
independent men and women, and_this result largely depends 
upon habits of observation, promptness, perseverance, ac- 
curacy and thoroughness, acquired in our public schools. 

If the town shall be pleased to adopt the plan suggested, 
we must not expect to attain to perfection at once; there are 
difficulties to overcome, a system of examination to be es- 
tablished, and other details considered. It might be wise to 
chose a Superintending School Committee, consisting of 
three persons, one for three years, one for two years, and one 
for a term of one year, and thereafter have one chosen each 
year. 

There is one branch of study that should have more 
attention in our schools; the reading books that have been in 
use the past ten years have excellent literary selections, but 
might we not profitably introduce other reading in connection 
with these class books? Articles from newspapers free from 
sectarian or political bias might be selected, and I believe 
reading United States History as a class exercise would be 
most beneficial. 
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Irregularity in attendance is a most serious draw back in 
each district. The frequent absentee is a dead weight upon 
his class, and lowers the rank of the whole school. The 
capacity for usefulness in our present system is greatly im- 
paired by this serious evil. May we not hope for more 
thoughtfulness on the part of parents upon this subject? The 
only way to secure good schools is to have efficient and 
competent teachers. Good government is absolutely neces- 
sary, and the parents should co-operate with the teacher to 
secure this result. The teachers should receive, as they 
generally deserve, the sympathy, confidence. and support of 
those for whom they labor. 

Finally, let us cherish the schools as among the very best 
of instrumentalities for making good citizens, and regard the 
teachers as our most efficient helpers ; if they fulfil their im- 
portant trusts they will impress upon the minds of children 
and youth the principles of piety, justice and a sacred regard 
for truth, love to their country, humanity and benevolence, 
sobriety, chastity, temperance, and those other virtues that 
are the ornament of human society.
